We come now to the Turks. Sir Paul Ri-

Mr. Bayle reports a very pleaſant Revenge 
that M. Peyren gave to Raphael T horius, a 
rery learned Perſon, who would force him 
to drink, which take as follows. M:. 
* Peyren dining at London with ſeveral Per- 
* ſons-of Learning, could not be diſchar- 
* ged from drinking a Health that Dr. T ho- 
*.rius toaſted. The Glaſs was of a prodigi- 
* ous ſize, which M. Peyren, for that rea- 
* ſon, a long while refuſed, and alledged 
* a thoufand Reaſons, but all in vain : He 
* muſt empty the Glaſs. Before he did it 
he made this Agreement with his Antago- 
* niſt, that he ſhould drink a Health after- 
* wards that he ſhould toaſt to him; which 
being conſented to, he took off the um- 
"per, and filled the Glafs full of Water, 
"and drank. it off to the Doctor, who 
" thereupon was Thunder-ftruck, but ſee- 
ing he could not get off, ſighed deeply, 
and lifted the Glaſs a Thouſand Times to- 
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"© his Lips, and as often drew it back again; 
* He called to his Aſſiſtance all the quaint

But tho 
he would drink largely as well as his Com- 
panion, yet I muſt own, that in none of the 
many merry Bouts we had together (for 
he viſited me very often afterwards, as I 
did him, I never ſaw him ſo far advanced as 
to looſe his Reaſon) he never failed a large 
Glaſs brimful to St. Boxiface, which he drank 
to the pious Memory of the good Father, ad 
piam memoriam boni patris, and ſometimes 
only to the good Father, ad bonum patrem.
